A VOLETTE survey of study 
habits was conducted this week 
In several classrooms with the 
cooperation of the Instructors. 

OF THE 500 STUDENTS giv¬ 
en Information sheets, about 250 
mailed replies to the newspaper 
office. 

Most students study between 
three to five hours each day 
with a relaxation break to com¬ 
bat the fatigue of constant book¬ 
ing. This time includes one hour 
of preparation for each hour 
of lecture. 

THE BEST PLACES for 
studying appear to be the li¬ 
brary and the dorm rooms for 
campus residents and the living 
room for commuters. However, 
some students study better un¬ 
der hairdryers, In the dorm 
lobby and basement, and on the 
sun decks. 

Most students said they are 
Interrupted by outside disturb¬ 
ances In die dorm, but one 
coed solved this by getting un¬ 
der her hairdryer to shut out 
all noise, and a male student 
locked himself In and used ear¬ 
plugs to avoid the disturbances. 

MOST STUDENTS FEEL the 
best time to study Is late at 
night or early In the morning 
when there Is a minimum of 
distractions and more time to 
concentrate. 

With all quarter to prepare 
for finals, all but one or two 
students stated that they waited 
until the night before the exam 
to do intensive studying because 
it seemed to help the most. 

WITH THE BENEFITS OF 
study day, students study, sleep, 
play cards, or simply "goof” 
off during the day, yet everyone 
agreed that Study Day is a help 
in the preparation for finals.

Women Endorse Needed 


Dorm Hour Changes 


In the November 12 fall quarter Issue of the VOLETTE,a sur¬ 
vey article read “Changes Needed In Dorm Hours.” 

WHY? The reason Is obvious. Women residents want more 
lenient hours. 

On February 18 of this year, a news article In this paper In¬ 
dicated that the Women’s Residence Hall Survey endorsed 
an extension of hours. In the voting, 1059 wanted an extension 
and 992 backed open hours. 

Having been offered a choice of open hours at all times, an 
extension of hours on weeknlghts and open hours on weekends, 
or retention of present hours on weeknlghts and open hours 
on weekends, women voted to extend weeknlght hours for all 
women and open weekends except for freshmen. 

BEFORE the recommendation Is passed or rejected, the 
Dean of Students office must make a recommendation to Dr. 
Dykes and the administrative council. 

In all probability the proposal will be acted upon during break 
and put Into effect by spring quarter. At this point, women 
residents have been cautioned toremaln on the Good Behavior 
List and abide by the rules as closely as possible. This, too, 
would aUevlate the nightly or daybreak-room check routine 
women residents have been subjected to recently. 


GRANTED, women residents must behave as mature coUege 
women 'if they are to expect to receive more lenient rules. 

But, at the same time, the adage runs both currents. Hope¬ 
fully, the administration wUl realize this when the final pro¬ 
posal reaches the yes-no verdict stage, and open hours will 
go into effect as soon as possible. 

AS HAS been said “Suggesting a change requires only an 
Idea and words. Making the change work requires unified 
effort.” 


Consider My Mail 

No one medium can publish all the news, or would want to. 
Stories are condensed or cut at times in order to have room 
for every occurrence. 

INDIVIDUALS, organizations, or groups often feel slighted 
If their stories are not used as turned In. “Why didn’t you 
leave out that and use mine Instead?” is the question invari¬ 
ably asked. 

An editorial written by former co-editor DarreU Rowlett 
in the March 30, 1967 issue supplies part of the answer. 

"Reams of copy come across the desks of coUege news¬ 
paper editors. We are inundated with stories. Most are not 
usable, some are pathetic, and others are obvious whet 
stones where axes have been honed. 

"Mountains of press releases, school news, and local in¬ 
formation may pile high on our desks one week while they re¬ 
main barren the next. All material turned into the paper is not 
usable. 

"There seems to be two organizations for every cause. 
Press releases from every level and agency of government 
constitute a maze of mail... 

"Every organization on campus has news periodically, if 
they bother to submit it. Our college press service, Asso¬ 
ciated Collegiate Press, also mails us packs of news con¬ 
cerning other colleges. 

"After the material we are going to use Is chosen. It must 
be edited, often retyped, headlined, sent to press hopefully a 
few days before publication, and dummied at a suitable loca¬ 
tion in the paper. Many articles turned into the VOLETTE must 
be condensed while others are incomplete and require research. 

"Determining what stories should be used is a demanding 
editorial responsibility, A university newspaper has an un¬ 
usual role In the mass media. Being an institutional organ, 
it cannot be compared to a commercial newspaper. Although 
many college newspapers have emerged to the point where 
they can no longer be distinguished from the commercial 
press, they have this elite status by being good. 

“Publishing what the student audience needs coupled with 
what It wants in the way of editorial fare is the supreme test 
of journalistic judgment.” 


With a rapidly growing student body, there has been a 
great increase In news concerning the university, organiza¬ 
tions, and individuals. Information often found on the front 
page two or three years ago has been pushed to the inside 
page or to the "Scenedromel’ 

Every year, some person or persons have critical com¬ 
ment concerning the newspaper, but rarely do they go to the 
source of their concern and contact the staff. 

Some letters to the editor are never sent In, possibly be¬ 
cause of fear of editorial rebuttal, why complaints or sug¬ 
gestions are not made In person is another question. 

We can only urge that anyone with an idea, complaint, 
or suggestion contact the editors, only through concerned 
readers can this newspaper continue to serve the campus.

The New York City based 
mass media is going through 
“another reign of terror 
launched by Vice - President 
Spiro Agnew.’’ 

RECENTLY, MR. AGNEW 
attacked the mass media as he 
did in October by stating that 
the television network’s report¬ 
ing, along with several well- 
known newspapers, including 
the “New York Times’’, were 
growing “flat and irresponsi¬ 
ble.’’ As in October, over¬ 
whelming support from all over 
the nation swarmed into Wash¬ 
ington in the form of tens of 
thousands of telegrams and let¬ 
ters supporting Mr. Agnew; the 
mass media was cornered for 
the upteenth time in their ivory 
towers. 

As in October, the officials 
of the news media speak out 
fearlessly and warn that free¬ 
dom of speech and press cannot 
be maintained unless the Veep 
is gagged. The offleals re¬ 
peatedly called for the stop of 
the spread of Agnewism because 
they still thoughtthat Mr. Agnew 
was calling for government cen¬ 
sorship of the press, even 
though Mr. Agnew has specif¬ 
ically stated countless times 
that he opposses this. 

BRINGING UP the rear of 
Mr. Agnew’s charges were 
many prominent people from all 
regions of the country, as was 
the case in October. Many sen¬ 
ators and congressmen warned 
that the power of the public 
opinion generated by the mass 
media “is being abused by the 
small clique of newscasters, 
editors, and managers.’’ 

A recent Gallup Poll sur¬ 
vey revealed that a majority 
of the American people believe 
in Mr. Agnew’s statements con¬ 
cerning the news media, and 
that more people believe that 
television news is biased than 


those who do not feel it is 
biased. 

IF THERE CAN be a climax 
to Mr. Agnew’s statements 
about the mass media, it will 
be a new, fast selling docu¬ 
mentary “All the News That 
Fits’’ by former “New York 
Times” editor Hermann Dlns- 
more. The book is advertised 
by the following sentence: "If 
you like what Mr. Agnew is 
saying about the media, you’ll 
love what this former ’Times’ 
editor reveals about his paper.” 

In the book, Mr. Dinsmore 
points out countless examples 
and methods the "Times” uses 
to slant or suppress news "it 
finds unfit to print,” particular¬ 
ly evidence about the dangers 
of Communist revolutionaries 
from J. Edgar Hoover and Con¬ 
gress’s Internal Security Com¬ 
mittee concerning groups such 
as Students For a Democratic 
Society and the Black Panthers. 

THE LATEST BARRAGE on 
the mass news media will make 
the media crawl back into its 
hole again; or maybe it will 
try to un-bias its news presen¬ 
tation. However, the average 
weekly sale of 5,000 “Sock 
It To ’em, Spiro!” bumper 
stickers throughout the nation 
seem to indicate that many, 
if not most, people think that 
the media will not and does 
not want to correct its ways. 

* * •

'Portnoy’s Complaint’ Is Pop-Porno Novel

Philip Roth’s "Portnoy’s 
Complaint” Is a sardonic, 
sweeping, satirical cut at so¬ 
ciety. With broad, livid, ludi¬ 
crous, crass language, he man¬ 
ages to create the first pop 
porno novel. 

Roth’s character, Alexander 
Portnoy, Is one big human 
hangup. He is not so much a man 
as a product of our system. 

Portnoy was formed lntoamold 
of the nice little Jewish boy 
who got A’s in school and never 
spoke back to his parents. Rear¬ 
ed In the shadow of the most 
over-dominating mother In the 
history of literature, poor 
Portnoy decides to fight back. 

But too late. Repressed In all of 
his desires, hopelessly lost In 
In a stereotyped character out 
of EXODUS, he cries out of 
anguish In vain. 

The book is one large con¬ 
fessional of Portnoy to his head 
shrlnker. Dr. O. Spielvogel. It 
is a miracle that the doctor Is 
still sane after his pouring out 
of the heart. But apparently he 
Is, and apparently Portnoy Is 
doomed to a kind of loneliness 
only he would understand. 

ON THE WHOLE, the book is 
a nightmarish extension of Dan 
Greenberg’s HOW TO BE A 
JEWISH MOTHER. This is 
where Portnoy’s troubles begin 
— with his mother. His moth¬ 
er is afraid he will melt in the 
rain; his mother calls her son 
at all hours In the night to see 
if he’s having nightmares; his 
mother pleads for contact from 
her son— a postcard, a tele¬ 
phone call- something. His
